Two Men Work at Each Place 


With Revolver. 


Police and sheriff's deputies 


Thursday were investigating two 
robberies of Kroger stores, one at 
Court-st and Obio-st, this city and 
the other at Williamsport. 
The 


robbery here was- perpetrated 
at

t Williamsport at 6:30 p. m., Wed- 
' 


The .auras were not divulged by 


the two store managers. 


Bandits who committed the rob- 


beries were armed and appeared 
to know just what they were do- 
ing. After a check-up it was 
learned that the men who robbed 
the store here were not the same 
who robbed the Williamsport store. 


Frank Woodward, E. Mound-st, 


and his son, Paul, his clerk, had 
Just opened their store and -Paul 
had gone to the rear to kindle a 
fire. The elder man had put his 
change into the cash drawer and 
was working back of the counter 
when the two men entered. One 
asked for cigaretts and paid for 
them. When Mr. Woodward open- 
ed the cash register, one of the 
men ordered him; to hold up his 
hands and leveled a revolver at 
him. The other went behind the 
counter, scooped up what money 
there was and walked out. 


POLICE CALLED 


Woodward, called" Mrs. William 


Ooeller, next door, who called the 
police department. Officer McCra- 
"dy"-answered the- «att-and-'balled 
the sheriffs office, Sheriff Frank 
Davis answering.

hurried to. the south end and af- 
ter hurrying up one street and 
down the other, no trace of the 
men could be found. 


One of the men described was 


between 35 and 40 years old, 
weighed 160 pounds, was five feet, 
six or eight inches tall, wore a 
sandy beard, three or four days 
growth, wore a dark grey overcoat 
and a cap. The otfier was describ- 
ed as being- between 20 and 23 
years of age, five feet six of eight 
inches tall, clean shaved, weighing 
about 140 pounds.

county government would be pro- 
vided by a constitutional amend- 
ment, the tentative draft of which 
will b« considered by a state-wide 
conference to be held In the ball- 
room of the Deshler-Wallick Hotel, 
Columbug, at 1 o'clock Friday, Dec. 
19, 'according to an announcement 
just made by the Ohio Chamber of 
Commerce, which is issuing the 
call. 


Alternative forms of county gov- 


ernment are provided for in the 
amendment which, however, can- 
not become operative in any coun- 


ty until submitted to the electors 
thereof and approved by a major- 
ity of those voting thereon, under 
regulations to be established by 
general law. Any county may be- 
come a charter county by farm- 
ing and adopting a charter in the 
manner provided for in the amend- 
ment. The charter county would 
be a body politic and corporate, 
with all of the powers and duties 
vested by the constitution and 
laws of Ohio in counties and coun- 
ty 
officers and in municipalities 


Such charter counties, however, 
would not have authority within 
any municipality or any township 


to ex«rdw> nay pow« not
